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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Species B, claims 1 -1 6, in the reply filed 
on 7 March 2005 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 17-19 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected Species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

5. Claim 12 recites the limitation "the locking device" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
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351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Martindell (4,692,073). 

Martindell discloses a hand tool apparatus including a handle for a tool bit 
including a socket including a thin section, a thick section, an annular face between the 
thin and thick sections, an axial cavity and a radial aperture communicated with the 
axial cavity in the thin section; a first detent, in the from of a ball; and a chuck installed 
on the socket for control over the first detent. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 3-1 1 and 13-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: It is the examiner's opinion that the prior art of record considered as a whole, 
alone, or in part, neither anticipates nor fairly suggests a handle for a tool having a 
socket including a thin and a thick section, an annular face between the two, a first 
detent in the radial aperture of the thin section, and a second detent in the radial 
aperture of the thick section, where a chuck is installed on the socket for control over 
the first and the second detents. 

Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Amtenbrink et al., Cantlon, Chen et al., Clothier et al., Hasan, 
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Howard, Kozak, Lee, Li, Liao, Markwart et al., Merics, Tidwell, Trimboli, Wang, 
Weinhold, and Yen each disclose a tool having a connection between the tool and a bit.
